Final Instructions to Campers will be furnished when you pay the Reservation Fee of $2.00 (which 
is not refundable). 


OWASIPPE SCOUT CAMPS

Transportation $7.00 round trip via Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad in addition to Camp Fee. A recent 
rail fare increase makes this necessary. If the excise tax is removed this fare will be adjusted.

BOARD FEE REFUND SCHEDULES:— 


Should it develop a boy is unable to attend Camp following the payment of his board fee, the fol- 
lowing refund schedule has been established by the Chicago Council Camping Committee. 


The full fee, except reservation fee, to be refunded if applied for 30 days before the period 
he is to go to Camp. From 23 to 30 days only $22.00 will be refunded; 15 to 22 days $18.00 will be 
refunded; from 1 to 14 days before Camp $14.00 will be refunded. 


No matter what the circumstances, the reservation fee is not refunded. The Chicago Council Camping 
Committee must undertake certain initial camp expenses based on progressive figures of probable camp 
attendance. In fairness to the Camp, refunds for reservation fees can not be made. Nor shall a refund 
be made for unused portion of transportation.
